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Kolka-Corbin 


‘Three-Peat”’ 


Defending AuSable Marathon 
champs Serge Corbin, 41, of St- 
Boniface de Shawinigan, Quebec, 

- and Jeff Kolka, 39, of Grayling, 
paddled their way to victory July 
26 at North America’s richest, 
toughest non-stop canoe race, the 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon. 

Powerful partners for the past 
three years, Kolka and Corbin 
broke away from the pack of 53 
teams early in the race to take a 
commanding lead, finishing in 
14:15:47 (14 hours, 15 minutes, 
47 seconds), 38 minutes ahead of 
the second place team. 

Victory at the 51st AuSable race 
was a “three-peat” for Kolka- 
Corbin, winners in both 1996 and 
1997. For more than 20 years, 
Serge Corbin has dominated 
marathon canoe racing to an 
extent unmatched by any competi- 
tor in any other sport. 

With a variety of partners, he 
has amassed 53 victories in 22 
years at the three major races that 
make up canoe racing’s Tripie 
Crown. His amazing string of vic- 
tories has been compared to a sin- 
gle athlete winning 50 major PGA 
golf tournaments or 50 Grand 
Slam tennis tournaments over 20- 
plus years. 

With the contest for first place 
decided early in the race, the fans’ 
attention was directed to four 
teams battling for second place. 

At Cooke Dam portage, one of 
six hydroelectric power dams 
about 1/4 of the way through the 
race, team #71 - Bill Torongo, 36, 
of Roscommon and “Big Al” 
Rudquist, 38, of Grand Rapids, 
Minn. made their move to pass 
eventual fourth place finishers in 
canoe #11 - Rick Joy, 39, of 
Silverwood and 1995 Marathon 
Champ Jim Harwood, 33, of 
Grayling. 

After the final portage at Foote 
Dam, about | 1/4 hours from the 
finish line in Oscoda, a pair of top 
paddlers from Quebec in canoe 
#80 - Patrick Lynch, 34, of 
Shawinigan-Sud and Denis 
Marcoulier, 39, of Grand-Mere, 
sprinted and rapidly opened a 
short lead over the hard-charging 

| Torongo-Rudquist team. Lynch 
and Marcoulier won the race to 
the finish line, taking second place 
and completing the Marathon in 
14:51:14. Torongo and Rudquist 
finished in third position 2 1/2 
minutes later (14:53:44). 

Fifty-three teams started the 
Marathon, also known as 
America’s toughest spectator 
sport. Over 30,000 cheering fans 
followed the race all night long, 
stopping at bridges and dam 
portages to cheer their favorites 
on to victory. And victory for all 
the competitors is simply finish- 
ing the grueling 120-mile race. 

Low water conditions and tem- 


| peratures in the 40s throughout 


the night created dense fog on the 
famed AuSable River. 
Hypothermia, back and shoulder 
injuries, exhaustion and not mak- 
ing designated cutoff points sig- 
nated the end for 17 teams who 
did not finish the race. 

Finishing the race in 17th place 
in 16:16:50 was the team of Al 
Widing of Mio and Joe Pollock of 
Belding. At 73 years of age, 
Widing is widely respected among 
Marathon paddlers for his contin- 
uous endurance and determination 
to finish the Marathon. Paddling 
his first Marathon in 1953, Widing 
is a veteran of the race with 29 
Marathon finishes. 

The first place amateur finishers 
were Ivan Paladi, 53, of Deford 
and Stan Anusicwiccz, 48, of 
Brights Grove, Ontario, who com- 
pleted the course in 16:53:02. The 
second place amateur finishers, in 
17:03:50, were Jerry Killingbeck, 
29, of Tawas and Colin Hunter, 
17, of Grayling. Third amateur 
finishers in 17:26:13, were David 
Sabin, 19, and Erich Podjaske, 16, 
both of Grayling. 

Brenda Carlson, 37, of Grayling 
and Lynne Witte, 44, of Mt. 
Clemens, finished the course in 
17:48:37 to take 33rd place over- 
all. They were the only women’s 
entry and an enthusiastic favorite 
among spectators. 

The only mixed team to finish 
the race was Jod Shiaw, 43, of 
Worthington, Mass. and Kathy 
Manizza, 40, of Mansfield, Conn., 
who completed the course in 23rd 
position (16:40:43). 

First place Master finishers 
were Bruce Barton, 41, and Tim 
Triebold, 45, both of Homer, who 
finished 7th overall in 15:37:31. 
The first-place Senior Finishers 
were Bob Bradford, 55, of Lapeer, 
and Michael Johnson, 55, of 
Missoula, Mont., who were 18th 
overall in 16:17:42. 

First staged in 1947, the 
Marathon’s reputation is well 
deserved as the most grucling 
uitra-endurance event in North 
America. Paddling at a torrid 
pace of 60-80 strokes per minute 
while battling darkness, weather 
and the river’s natural obstacles, 
the contestants receive limited 
outside assistance. Teams of 
“bank runners” or “feeders” meet 
them at pre-determined locations 
along the race course, passing 
along only food, drink and cloth- 
ing. 

The Weyerhaeuser AuSable 
Canoe Marathon is the middle leg 
of the prestigious North American 
Triple Crown of Canoe Racing, a 
three-race series that includes 
New York state’s General Clinton 
Canoe Regatta and Quebec’s La 
Classique de Canots de la 
Mauricie. In 1998 about 


- $100,000 in cash and prizes will 
be awarded to competitors during 
the Triple Crown series.

Democratic candidates for. governor — 
Doug Ross, Larry Owen and Geoffrey 
Fieger — seem obsessed as the primary 
campaign reaches a climax with figuring out 
novel and quotable ways to slur their oppo- 
nents. :

“debate,” Mr. Fieger called one of Mr. 
Owen’s proposals irresponsible. 

Mr. Owen, at another point, said that one 
of Mr. Fieger’ s budget cutting plans was 
“just nuts.”

“In this day and age, endorsements don’t 
mean much,” commented Mr. Ross in anoth- 
er recent face-off, according to newspaper 
accounts. 

Mr. Fieger agreed. 

Of course, in the Democratic race, Mr. 
Owen has most of the significant endorse- 
ments including big labor, Mr. Ross has a 
handful, and Mr. Fieger at last count had 
none. 

Added Candidate Fieger, according to the 
same report in the Detroit Free Press: 

“The fact of the matter is they (endorse- 


ments) mean nothing... the fact of the matter 
is the Democratic Party doesn’t exist... It’s 
in some back room in some labor organiza- 
tion and the top guns in the labor organiza- 
tion, to keep their own positions of power 
within the party, manipulate, a maneuver 
and anoint people in back rooms and don’t 
give a damn what the rank and file feel...” 

Whew! That’s a load.

ning mate for lieutenant governor. 

Most political observers say they knew it 
all along, but mighty few would predict it 
publicly before-hand. 

The choice has been criticized as more of 
the same-old same-old. They are peas in a 
pod. Both are from outstate. Both conserv- 
ative. Both out of the legislature. They 
share political beliefs and ideals. And, the 
cruelest blow of all, they are both male. 

It will be the first time since 1982 that a 
male has run for lieutenant governor, which 
probably is a meaningful observation of 
some sort. 

Republicans already have a female run- 
ning this year for major state office — 
Secretary of State Candice Miller — which 
should be enough to mollify gender-ratio 
purists. 

Democratic State Chair Mark Brewer 
jumped on the point. The choice of Mr. 
Posthurnus, he said, “demonstrates that it is 
the Democratic Party that addresses the con- 


cerns of women.” 

Steve Gools, a spokesperson for 
Candidate Owen, joined the verbal jousting, 
claiming: “John Engler has nominated his 
political clone.” 

Mr. Gools is right on the money. Mr. 
Posthumus has marched in lock stop with 
Mr. Engler all the way through their political 
life together, which began as students at 
Michigan State University and has inter 
twined since. 

But perhaps they’re just thinking ahead to 
the day when Mr. Engler moves either up or 
out. 

Who better than a political clone to take 
over the wheel and keep Michigan moving 
on the same course Capt. Engler has chart- 
ed?

To the editor, 

I generally do not respond to 
political advertisements or letters to 
the editor. However, after reading 
The Avalanche of f July ; 23, I decided

Bruce Bretzke; the commissioner 
for District 6, is simply mistaken or 
is guilty of intentional misrepresen- 
tation in many of his allegations. 

He has stated that the county has a 
management problem, On that point 
he is correct, but the problem exists 
with his Board, not the Sheriff’s 
Office, which he is trying to make a 
scapegoat for the commissioners’ 
shortcomings. 

The Sheriff’s Office has been 
within its budget, set by the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. In fact, my office 
actually has run in the “black” for 
the following reasons: housing 
inmates, billing prisoners and non- 
taxpayers for services rendered by 
the Sheriff’s Office. 1 believe this is 
good management. 

] take exception to the 6th District 
Commissioner who is using scare 
tactics by stating that homes will be 
lost if a millage is voted in. I believe 
the voters are smart enough to figure 
out if they can afford a law enforce- 
ment millage or if they want it. It 
took a petition drive to convince the 
county board members to place this 
matter on the ballot (Mr. Bretzke 
and Mr. Smock voting “no”), so that 
taxpayers could decide if they want- 
ed adequate law enforcement pro- 
tection after the failure of the Board 


Vote on August 4 


to manage the county finances in a 
responsible manner. 

The advertisement in The 
Avalanche on July 23 misquotes me 
as: far: ‘8s: What Te “anid: atthe Board 
ih di cin fact, 
there ate two positions — Ghe a road 
patrol deputy and the other an ani- 
mai control officer — which have not 
been brought back from lay-off, 
together with 2 clerk who was 
shared between the Sheriff’s and 
Prosecuting Attorney’s offices. 

Two officers were brought back to 
work marine patrol as a result of 
generous donations by many people 
and organizations. These two 
marine deputies (previously laid-off 
road deputies) will again be laid-off 
after Labor Day, or whenever the 
funds run out. 

The Board of Commissioners then 
does an about face and hires back 
two courthouse employees after the 
Treasurer advised them not to do so, 
further depleting the financial 
resources which they have advised 


must be restored. 


The old practice of bloodletting to 
cure the patient went out decades 
ago, a concept some of our Board 
members appear to have failed to 
recognize. It’s time for everyone to 
start making tough decisions to 
solve difficult problems and stop 
wasting time taking “cheap shots” at 
everybody to deflect criticism from 
themselves.

Citizen suggests Guard Recent letter angers 
long-time resident 


To the editor, 

I normally read the letters to the 
editor and have discussions with my 
co-workers about the letters. I have 
never had a desire to write one until 
now. The letter I just couldn't let go 
by unanswered, “Guard’s presence 
stunts growth,” July 16, 1998. 

This letter made me so angry! 

What else can you try to pin on the 
Guard? {fs it the Guard’s fault that 
there are no decent restaurants? NO, 
of course not! I have thought for 
years, if Grayling had a good steak 
house it would be packed with 
Guards. They to love to eat out after 
two weeks of military food. 

If it is the Guard that is stunting 
Grayling's growth, then tell me why 
towns like Norfolk, V.A.; Chicago, 
Ill; DesMoines, Iowa; and 
Manhatten, Kan., to name just a few, 
haven’t been stunted? These towns 
also have strong military presence. 

What is stunting Grayling’s 
growth is, in my opinion, the small- 
town mentality of the city planners 
who won’t let new business in. 

It seems to me that, the people that 
are complaining the most are the 
retired persons who have moved 
here from down state and have 
already made their living. The 
Guard has been in this area for a 
very long time, and these people that 
used to think it so neat to come up 
and see the tanks and Guardsmen in 
training should have checked around 
for real-estate not so close to the 
training. 

I have lived in Grayling for twen- 
ty years and I wouldn’t even know 
the guard is around if it weren’t for

the occasional helicopter that goes 
over the house or for seeing the mil- 
itary vehicles in town. 

My husband and I, kayak and 
have been down the AuSable River. 
We have never been detained or 
bothered in the least by the Guard! 

We have, on the other hand, been 
bottled up on the river by tourists 
and seen lots of trash thrown out by 
the nature-loving tourists. I person- 
ally have had more problems with 
the tourists than I have ever had with 
the Guard, traffic jams and crowded 
grocery stores. 

I must tell you that my husband 
also works for the Guard. Now I 
want to talk about making a living. 
The Guard is one of the few jobs that 
pays more than five dollars an hour 
which seems to be top pay in 
Grayling. ;

Mass Murder 


On November 2, 1972, we wrote an 
article in the Avalanche entitled: 
“Abortion - The First Step in Mass 
Murder.”

The solution we gave in 1972 is still 
relevant today!

Attention small business owners:

One of the traditional rites of fall 

is the November election. But in 
1998, voters — especially Michigan 
small-business owners - need to re- 
think “Elections as usual,” because 
our new state law on term limits will 
force many state representatives to 
step down from their current posts. 
_ On the next ballot in the upcom- 
ing Aug. 4 primary, we’re likely to 
find a host of new and unfamiliar 
candidates for state office. The 
1998 elections promise to be “any- 
thing but usual.” 

Especially in local districts where 
one political party is particularly 
strong, voters will need to be on 
their toes during the political party 
primary election. It is on Aug. 4 - 
rather than the general election in 
November - when the future compo- 
sition of the Michigan General 
Assembly may well be determined. 

It is almost certain that 
Michigan’s new term limits law will 
withstand any challenges to its con- 
situtionality. The law limits state 
House members to three terms and, 
as a result, no less than 64 current 
House members are ineligible to run 
again in 1998. (State senators will 
be affected by new term limits 
beginning in 2002.) 


With less than a month to go, the 
primary should be a wake-up call to 
small-business owners who may not 
yet be familiar with candidates or 
their positions on small-business 
issues. 

in surveys by America’s largest 
small-business advocacy group - the 
National Federation of Independent 
Business (NFIB) - small-business 
owners have consistently supported 
the concept of term limits for legis- 
lators. But as the adage goes,”Be 
careful what you wish for - you may 
get it.” If term limits are to succeed 
as a mechanism to make our elected 
officials more accountable, small- 
business owners need to follow 
through. How? By selecting and 
supporting candidates and voting in 
the party primary elections. 

The purpose of the party primary 
election is to determine who will 
represent ‘the respective parties (in 
most districts, the Democratic and 
Republican parties) in the general 
election held in November. This 
year, however, in many of the 
“open” State House seats (where the 
current representative is ineligible to 
run due to term limits), a number of 
candidates are in effect vying to be 
the sole Democrats or Republicans 


to appear on the November ballot. 
In districts that are “Solid” 
Democratic or Republican - mean- 
ing one party traditionally domi- 
nates - winning the primary election 
in August is a virtual guarantee of 
victory in the later November elec- 
tion. 

This is particularly significant 
when you consider that voter turnout 
in primary elections is traditionally 
less half of the turnout in the 
November general elections. The 
actual number hovers around 20 per- 
cent of all eligible voters, meaning 
only 20 percent of the voters are 
deciding for everybody who will 
represent the district! 

This fact is not lost on the profes- 
sional politicians. They know that 
in a solid Republican district, it is 
unlikcly that a candidate running as 
a Democrat will win the election in 
November and likewise for a 
Republican running in a solid 
Democratic district. So why not win 
the election in August and avoid the 
problem in November? 

Party Labels Tell Less About

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Rangers host media tours in Huron-Manistee National Forests

In late July and early August 


Huron-Manistee Ranger Stations 
will ‘be conducting small media 
tours in area National Forests. 

_ The tours are part of the process 
involved in collecting outside input 
regarding the Recreation Fee 
Demonstration Project or “Rec Fee 
Demo.” 

In the past Congress has con- 
trolled money appropriations to the 
National Forests. According to the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA), funding for the Huron 
Manistee National Forest has 
declined by about 37 percent over 
the last five years. 

This decline in budget funding, 
combined with increased demand on 
the Forest areas, brought about the 
Rec Fee Demo Program, which is 
being worked on by the USDA 
Forest Service and three other feder-

al agencies: the Bureau of Land 
Management, the National Park 
Service, and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

Congress authorized the National 
Forest Rec Fee Demo “Pilot pro- 
gram” in 1996 in order to “collect 
fees, improve maintenance on sites, 


and better serve the customers dur- 


ing a period of declining budgets.” 

Various fee changes have been 
proposed with regards to the 
Program, and they have been 
changed and modified as needed in 


an attempt to respond to public and 


business sector concems. 

Currently, the proposed fees to be 
established for the Rec Fee Demo 
Program would include parking 
passes, and Pere Marquette and Pine 
River watercraft permit and reserva- 
tion fees. ae 

Also, Kirtland Warbler guided 
tours ®ould cost $5. 

The Forest Service says that “the 
majority of the proposed project 
centers around fees charged for 
parking at designated facilities.” 

current proposal would set daily 
seks passes at $3, weekly at $5, 
and annual at $20. 

The Pere Marquette and Pine 
River watercraft passes would be 
“$1 per watercraft per day.” 
Reserving permits for the two water- 
ways will cost $2. 

Additionally, “a reservation fee of 
$2 will also be required when 
reserving dispersed camping sites on 
the AuSable River.” 

Passes would be available at 
Ranger 
Stations, and any area businesses 
that wanted to sell them. 

It should be noted that the fees 
will not affect all National Forest 


areas, only specially designated’ 
ones. 
“It’s not for every little spot,” said 


. John Ericson of the Mio Ranger 


District. “It’s for places where main- 
tenance is needed, and for the more 
developed sites.”

will be used in maintaining and 
improving the National Forest recre- 
ational areas. Right now the money 
collected at federal forest areas is 
put into the National Treasury and 
then appropriated by Congress. 
Under the Rec Fee Demo, “80% 
of the fees generated will be return- 


ing to the Forest for activities such. 
as maintenance of recreational facil- _ 


ities, increased customer services, 
interpretation and education, law 
enforcement, and resource protec- 
tion,” according to the UDSA Forest 
Service. , 

“We think that the public will 
have better facilities and more facil- 
ities,” said Loren Ford of the Mio 
Ranger District, Huron-Manistee 
National Forests. 

Ford and Ericson said that money 
could be used specifically to pay for 
such things as: the pumping of pit 
toilets, garbage services, fire rings, 
grading,* graveling, hand pumps, 
bulletin boards, and larger improve- 
ment projects. 

According to the Forest Service, 
money could also be used to: repair 
walkways, “keep ranger stations 
apen on weekends and during high

age, “replace bridges,” improve 
accessibility, “resolve erosion prob- 
lems,” and offer more signs, 
brochures and maps. 

The USDA Forest Service claims 
that it “is unable to maintain (its) 
current level of facilities, services 
and staff, unless an increase in fund- 
ing allocation occurs.” 

The Forest Service says that some 
things it may have to eliminate in 
some areas include: “staff reduc- 
tions,” snowplowing, facilities, and 
“recreation-related projects.” 

The Forest Service and other 
agencies involved are currently 
gathering more input from the pub- 
lic by way of mail in questionnaires 
and direct contact during the 
Kirtland Warbler guided tours and at 
National Forest recreational areas.

Support is in for patient’s ‘Bill of Rights’ 


EAST LANSING — Physicians, 
patients and legislators joined 
together at the State Capitol 
Building to voice support for the 
federal Patients’ Bill of Rights cur- 
rently pending in Congress. 

The federal Patients’ Bill of 
Rights, introduced by Congressman 
John Dingell (D-Dearborn), and co- 
sponsored by Congresswoman 
Debbie Stabenow (D-Lansing), 
would guarantee patients’ basic 
rights when dealing with their 
health plans. 

Rights would include a full dis- 
closure of what is covered and not 
covered by a health plan, an inde- 
pendent appeals process, liability 
for denial or delay of care, coverage 
for emergency rooms when a patient 
feels it is necessary and elimination 
of all “gag” rules that interfere with 
the doctor/patient relationship. 

“Our health care system is chang- 
ing rapidly,” said James E. Waun, 
MD, a Lansing anesthesiologist rep- 
resenting the 14,000-member 
Michigan State Medical Society 
(MSMS). “Sometimes rules and 
regulations don’t change as quickly 
as they should. 

“No one is here today to condemn 
our health plans or managed care 
organizations,” said Doctor Waun, 
who serves as vice chair of the 
MSMS Committee on Bioethics, 
“but we all do have some concerns 
about our health care that we feel 
need to be addressed by our govern- 
ment that is essentially ‘us’.” 

Joining MSMS were representa- 
tives from the Michigan Partners for 
Patient Advocacy including the 
American Cancer Society-Michigan 
Division, the American Diabetes 
Association-Michigan Division, the 
National Kidney Foundation of 
Michigan, the Hemophilia 
Foundation of Michigan, the 
Leukemia Society of America, the 
American Lung Association, the 
Michigan Pharmacists Association, 
Michigan Psychological 
Association and the Crohns & 
Colitis Foundation, among others. 

State representative Laura Baird 


(D-Okemos), and Lynne Martinez 
(D-Lansing) also spoke in support 
of the federal legislation, as did rep- 
Tesentatives from Dingell’s and 
Stabenow’s offices. 

Currently, only Rep. Dingell’s bill 
—HR 3605 and S 1890— includes 
all of the necessary provisions for a 


true Patients’ Bill of Rights, Doctor 
Waun said. 


“We salute Rep. Dingell for his 
efforts on behalf of our patients, and 
we hope our patients across 
Michigan will ask their own repre- 
sentatives and senators to support 
the Dingell bill,” Doctor Waun said. 


“We also commend Rep. 
Stabenow for her early support in 
co-sponsoring this important legis- 
lation,” Doctor Waun said, “and for 
all of the hard work she has done to 
improve health care during her 
tenure in state government and in 
Washington.” 


This legislation is very similar to 
the Michigan Patient Bill of Rights 
passed in 1996, but it includes a 
provision that makes HMOs liable 
for the denial or delay of necessary 
covered treatment options, Doctor 
Waun said. The Michigan Partners 
for Patient Advocacy is supporting 


Michigan Rep. Laura Baird’s HMO 
liability bill which already has 
passed the House. 

The federal legislation also is dif- 
ferent than Michigan’s in that it 
eliminates the ERISA pre-emption. 
The Employee Retirement 
Insurance Security Act, ERISA, was 
well-meaning legislation when 
passed, Doctor Waun said, but it 
contained a loophole that doctors 
believe has been misinterpreted by 
the courts, allowing employers to 
offer about half of America’s 
employees a health plan that oper- 
ates outside of state insurance regu- 
lations. 


Regional TB testing set for northeast 


Michigan Department - of 
Agriculture Director Dan Wyant 
announced that the State of 
California is supporting a regional 


TB testing requirement, as opposed . 


to a statewide testing requirement, 
on Michigan cattle originating in 
Alcona, Alpena, Montmorency, 
Oscoda and Presque Isle counties. 
The news follows Michigan’s June 
17 announcement that bovine TB 
has been confirmed in one beef cow 
from that region. 

“California’s action allows the 
State of Michigan to continue to 
concentrate its efforts and resources 
in the priority region,” said 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan 
Wyant. “We remain committed to 
eradicating this disease from all ani- 
mals in northeast Michigan as soon 
as possible. In the meantime, we are 
pleased that livestock farmers in the 
rest of Michigan are not.required to 
test for a disease they do not have.” 

Bovine TB has occurred in north- 
east Michigan because of unique 

-and unusual conditions existing 
there, scientists say. The prevalence 
of deer feeding, abnormally high 
deer populations and deer congrega- 
tion at feeding sites have allowed 
the disease to establish in this area. 


MDA and USS. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) veterinarians 
have been vigorously testing cattle 
and goats in the five-county area 
since 1995, when a wild deer was 
confirmed to have the disease. 
Since then, more than 9,096 cattle 
and goats and over 8,600 deer have 
been tested for TB. One cow and 
149 wild white-tail deer have been 


‘found to have the disease. along 


with one captive deer farm. 

State Veterinarian Dr. Michael 
Chaddock said that state and federal 
veterinarians are nearly done testing 
all eligible livestock within five 
miles of where TB-infected wild 
deer have been found. Rigorous 
testing will occur until all known 
test-eligible cattle and goats in the 
five-county area have been tested. 


The TB testing requirements that 
have been implemented by 
California, New York, Virginia and 
Wisconsin affect only live animals 
sold or shipped to those states. 
Animals bound directly for slaugh- 
ter are already routinely inspected 
for TB. Michigan cattle owners are 
encouraged to contact their veteri- 
nary practitioners prior to moving 
cattle to another state, to learn up- 
to-date health requirements.

In other news, Chaddock 
announced that two herds have been 
released from quarantine. One is a 
158-cow dairy farm in Alpena 
County. The other is a 120-cow 
dairy farm in Alcona County. 
Tissue analyses from the suspect 


cows in both herds were not com- - 


patible with bovine TB. 

Laboratory results on the “DNA 
fingerprinting” of bovine tuberculo- 
Sis bacteria cultured from the 
recently-discovered TB-infected 
cow have also been received. Those 
test results indicate the strain of TB 
from the infected cow is the com- 
mon strain previously identified in 
the TB-infected wild deer, coyotes. 
Taccoons and captive deer from that 
region. 

“The fact that we are dealing with 
one strain of bovine TB is good 
news for our disease control 
efforts,” Chaddock said. “DNA pro- 
filing of diseases is a very new sci- 
ence being implemented by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. We 
know there are many strains of 
bovine TB in the U.S.” 

“The DNA fingerprint provides 
information that is helpful in under- 
standing this unique disease situa- 
tion,” Chaddock said. “It does not. 
however, confirm the source of the 
bovine TB that infected the cow.” 

Bovine tuberculosis is a slow- 
growing bacterial disease that most 
commonly infects the respiratory 
system. This disease is most com- 
monly spread from infected animals 
to susceptible animals in confined 
or overcrowded environmental con- 
ditions.

Q. We live outside the city and 
now that spring and summer are fast 
approaching, I worry about my chil- 
dren exploring in the many wooded 
areas around our home. It concerns 
me that they might pick up some of 
the small animals they might run 
across. Is there any chance that they 
could contact rabies if they are bit- 
ten? 

A. At this time of the year, the 
potential for animal bites is extreme- 
ly high. Whenever such a bite 
occurs, the chance for rabies could 
possibly exist. Rabies is a fatal dis- 
ease caused by a virus that attacks 
the nervous system. This virus lives 
in the saliva and brain tissue of 
infected animals. It infects pets, 
livestock, wildlife and people who 
come in contact with infected saliva 
or brain tissue. This happens when 
a bite or scratch occurs or there is 
accidental contact between open 
wounds/mucous membranes and 
infected saliva. Household pets, 
farm animals and even people may 
possibly contract rabies from infect- 
ed wildlife or stray animals.

Nationwide, animals that are con- 
sidered at risk for spreading rabies 
are: foxes, skunks, raccoons, bats, 
coyotes, bobcats, unvaccinated cats 
and dogs, and even some wood- 


chucks and ferrets. In 1997, a total’ 


of 28 animals were determined to be 
rabies positive in Michigan. All 
were bats except one raccoon, and 
they subsequently exposed house- 
hold cats and. dogs as well as 
humans. This underscorés the need 
to vaccinate household ’ pets. 
However, any of the animals listed 
above could also be carriers of 
rabies in this state as well. An epi- 
demic of rabies in raccoons has 
occurred in neighboring states and 
may be of concern here sometime in 
the future. 

All unfamiliar animals should be 
treated with caution. Warn children 
not to touch wild animals or unfa- 
miliar dogs and cats. No wild ani- 

mals should be kept as pets ‘To dis-

‘enters your home. Bats are a partic- 
ular concern to health department 
officials. Although excellent con- 
sumers of insect pests, a small per- 
centage of bats are infected with 
rabies. These bats appear normal in 
all respects to the ordinary 
observers, Several years ago, a bat 
from this area was captured and test- 
éd for rabies with a positive result. 
Consequently, bats should never be 
touched with bare hands. . 

If after all your best efforts an ani- 
mal bite should occur, the response 
should be as follows: 


* If a bite occurs from any animal, 
allow it to bleed for several minutes 
then’ wash it thoroughly with soap 
and water. Don’t soak the wound 
which may only increase other bac- 
terial contamination. 


© Contact your physician at once 
‘or if-the bites are extensive and 
severe, take the victim to the hospi- 
tal for treatment.

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¢ Find out from the child what 
type and species of animals inflicted 
the bite, its size and color and, if 
someone’s pet, the name and 
address of the owner. Also, have the 
child explain how the incident hap- 
pened, if the animal was provoked 
or unprovoked, the time it happened 
and any unusual behavior on the part 
of the animal. . 

Make sure you. know and can tell 
health officials the victim’s immu- 
nization status, what treatment you 
gave the bite at home, the location of 
the bite on the body and if there are 
any medical conditions that affect 
his or her immunity. 

¢ Call the Health Department to 
report the bite along with this other 
important information and call the 
Animal Control Authority to appre- 
hend or confine this animal if neces- 
sary. Do not apprehend it yourself. 
Also do not kill the animal, since it 
may be necded to run tests. If 
killing the animal becomes neces- 
sary, take care not to damage the 
head or subject it to freezing. 

* After the bite has been exam- 
ined, the physician will determine 
whether rabies treatment is neces- 
sary. If it is, it should be started 
within 24 hours. Various factors 
must be considered first. The most 
important determining factor is the 
animal involved. Squirrels, chip- 
munks, gophers, gerbils, hamsters, 
rabbits, mice, moles, shrews and rats 
are not considered a source of rabies 
except in very rare cases. Anti- 
rabies treatment is usually not initi- 
ated for these bites. However 
skunks, bobcats, raccoons, foxes, 
bats, coyotes, and unimmunized 
dogs, cats and ferrets are always a 
risk. If a bite occurs from one of 
these, further evaluation and follow- 
up are necessary. The Health 
Department will assist the physician 
in determining what the recom- 
mended treatment should be. 

Know the signs and symptoms of 
rabies. Any change in any animal’s 
expected behavior could be a sign of 
rabies. An animal may be strangely 
shy or too easily approached. It may 
appear confused and sluggish,. or 
unusually excitable and aggressive. 
Other worrisome signs include day- 
time.activity by a normally noctur- 
nal animal, staggering while walk- 
ing, a strange inability to eat or 
drink, drooling; convulsions and 
frothing at the mouth, paralysis, or a 
change in the sound of an animal's 
voice. : 

Fortunately, the occurrence of 
rabies in domestic animals has been 
decreasing, thanks to the combined 
efforts of veterinarians, animal con- 
trol, and health officials. However, 
the increasing numbers of cases 


among wild animals cannot be 


ignored. Treating these wild ani- 
mals with a healthy respect, keeping 
them at a distance, and vaccinating 
your own pets can greatly reduce the 
risk of rabies. :
